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Fayette, La Fayette county, Wisconsin, on the 9th day 
of January, 1865, for the purpose of raising a 
special tax to pay bounties to volunteers enlisting in the 
military service of the United States, is hereby declar-
ed legal and valid, for all the intents and purposes for 
which the same was held ; and all sets done in pursu-
ance of the vote and votes of said election, by the offi-
cers of said town, or any of them, are hereby declared 
ralid, the same as if the law had been fully complied 
with in conducting said election. Nothing in this act limit Ist•••ty. 
shall be so construed as to sanction the payment of 
more than $200 to any volunteer, or person providing 
himself with a substitute.

declared valid.

CHAPTER 213.

AN ACT to legalise a special town meeting in the town of Ce-
darburgh. Waukee county, held January 14th, 1865, and to au-
thorize the town board of supervisors to issue town orders for 
certain purposes therein named. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
end assembly, do enact as follows : 

The special town meeting of the town Bluer tax paw 
of Cedarbnrgh, in the county of Ozankee, held on the chiUng. k4r4" 
fourteenth day of January, A. D. 1865, and all the 
acts, votes, resolves and proceedings of said meeting, 
are declared and made legal, valid and binding in the 
law, the same as if the requirements of the law had in 
allrespects been strictly and fully complied with in no-
tifying and conducting said 'meeting ; and the tax of 
five thousand dollars voted at said meeting, shall be ap-
portioned and collected as provided by law.

The said board of supervisors shall have mien. power, and they are hereby authorized, to negotiate, 
sell and dispose of such orders or any part thereof, and 
to do any other act or thing in the premises necessary 
and proper to be done in order to disburse or pay oat 
the said orders or the said tax, or cause the same to be 
done : provided, however, that the said orders shall not 
be sold or disposed of at less that par ; and provided, 
also, that not more than two hundred dollars shall be 
paid as a bounty or otherwise, to any one person or 
volunteer.
